2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a multi-directional switch including a plurality of first rubber 
domes, any two of which are to be operated by inclining operations of the operation 
member and a plurality of second rubber domes arranged in the vicinity of each of the 
first rubber domes any of which is to be operated concurrently with any two of the first 
rubber domes in which the movable distance of the second dome is longer than that of 
the first rubber dome. The prior art also does not teach or suggest a seat member 
placed between a multi-directional operation member and a dome for sliding movement 
either the operation member and the seat member or the seat member and the dome 
during a pivotal operation of the operation member.
